DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Milleville. 
Milleville discloses a ball valve (see Fig. 14) capable of being used for fuel 

aggregates comprising at least one outlet channel, at least one inlet channel, a substantially 
spherical switching element arranged between the inlet channel and the outlet channel (see 
Fig. 2), the inlet channel being able to be connected with the outlet channel or a connection 
being able to be interrupted by actuating the switching element, and a sealing element (see 
Fig. 1 1) contacting the switching element, wherein the sealing element comprises two 
sealing lips (140, 142) each of which would inherently contact the switching element along a 
circular line. An annular recess (144) open toward the switching element is provided 
between the two sealing lips. At least one sealing lip has a pressing surface so that the 
sealing effect is improved when pressure appears. The sealing element comprises a foot 
pad for being arranged in a housing (see Fig. 11), a head part comprising the sealing lips 
(140, 142), and an elastic web part integrally connecting the foot part with the head part. 
The ball valve further comprises a stop element (see Fig. 1 1 , the element above reference 
102 that is a part of member 92) for restricting the axial displaceability of the switching 
element. The ball valve further comprises a clamping ring for fixing the position of the 
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sealing element in the housing. The clamping ring and/or the sealing element are integrally 
formed. The sealing element and/or said stop element are integrally formed. 



3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gonsior, Windship, Kemp, Hashimoto et al., and Horton disclose 
other a ball valve that is readable on the claimed invention either alone or in combination.
